A QuestionerBrws U China. 


From a Letter in the New York Herald. 
You most remember the position in 


which woman is held in Chin*—her se- 
clusion, her withdrawal from affaire, 
from social life; her relation to a soci- 
ety which acknowledges polygamy, and 
the widest freedom of diyorce—to un- 
derstand how radical a thing it wa« lor 
the Viceroy to throw open the doorsi of 
his house and bringthe foreign barbarian 
to his hearthstone. This dinner was 
arranged for our last night in Tientsin, 
and in honor of Mrs. Grant. The prin- 
cipal European ladies in the colony were 
invited. Some of these ladies had 
lived in Tientsin for years, and had 
never seen the wife of the'Viceroy- 
had never seen him except through the 
blinds of the window of his chair. The 
announcement that the Viceroy had 
really invited Mrs. Grant to meet his 
wife, and European ladies to be in the 
company, was even a more transcendent 
event than the presence of General 
Grant or the arrival of the. ban*. So- 
ciety rang with a discussion of the ques- 
tion which, since Mother Eve introduced 
it to the attention of her husband, has 
been the absorbing theme of civiliza- 
tion—What shall we.wear? I have 
heard many expositions on this theme, 
but in Tientsin it was new and impor- 
tant. Should the ladies go in simple 
Spartan style—in muslin and—dimity, 
severely plain and colorless, trusting 
alone to their graces and charms, and 
thus show their Chinese sister the 
beauty that exists in beauty unadorned, 
or should they go in all their glory, with 
»cnft and silks and satins and the latest 
development of French genius in the 
arrangement of their hair. 
It was 


really an important question, and not 
without a bearing, some of us thought, 
on the domestic peace of the Viceroy. 
The arguments on cither side were con- 
ducted with ability, and I lament my 
inability to do them justice and hand 
them over to the consideration of Amer- 
ican ladies at home. But that is a 
world in which I have always been as the 
blind, and I listened to various phases 
of the discussion in a helpless mood, 
and tried to follow it in vain. It passed 
beyond me and entered into the sphere 
of metaphysics, and became a moral, 
spiritual, almost a theological, theme, 
and was decided finally in favor of the 
resources of civilization. The ladies 
went in all the glory of French fashion 
and taste.

FREE TO ALL 


Destroy the Weeds Before they Seed. 


From the Kural New Yorker. 


At this season of the year fanners 


arc generally crowded with field work, 
and unless great care is exercised, many 
things about the farm will be neglected. 
There are few more repulsive Bights 
about a farm th»n a garden overgrown 
with tall, noxious weeds. It is a matter 
of economy as well as neatness that 
these weeds be destroyed before they 
mature their seeds and they become 
scattered over the ground. 
One weed 


allowed to go to seed at this season will 
make a great many weeds next year, 
and it is clearly to be seen that, unless 
earc is taken to prevent it, a little neg- 
ligence now will cause much trouble 
another year. 
A few hours each week 


sp«nt in the garden with cultivator and 
hoc will be sufficient to prevent this 
evil, and the time taken at odd spel s 
when there is little else to be done will 
hardly be missed. It is not practicable 
to entirely exterminate the weeds from 
a garden, but if a little care is exercised 
in preventing them torn going to seed, 
a great deal will be done in that direc- 
tion. A quarter of an aere of garden, 
as some are managed, will grow more 
weeds than ten acres of £ann land. 
Fence corners are also apt to be neg- 
lected. When a crop of grass or gram 
hag been removed from a field the fences 
and fence cornels should be mowed out 


i with a scythe. This will add greatly to 


1 the appearance of » farm, and many 
weeds will he prevented from scattering 
their seeds to adjacent fields and farms.

presiion to the last. Perceiving slight 
favorable symptoms, he said to Dr. 
Bemis: "We may yet dislodge the 
enemy." As a measure of precaution, 
none of the military associations to 
which the General belonged have been 
invited to attend the funeral. He will 
be buried this afternoon. 


General Hood leaves eleven children, 


the eldest 10 years, ihe youngest 
(twias) 3 wee'*s. Ills physical condition 
bad been bad for some time, caused, it 


i alleged, by financial reverses. 
The 


death of his wife affected htm very 
much. He haves a manuscript of the 
history of the war, winch he intended 
to have published this fall 


Nf.w OuLEtNs, Aug 30, 9 p. m—• 


Gen Hood was buried this afternoon 
Only a. few friends ol the family and a 
delegation of the Army of the Tennes- 
see attended the funeral. At the ceme- 
tery, however, the cortege was received 
by a detachment ot the Continental 
Guards, under Capt. I'eaicc, who fired 
a salute over the grave. 


Gen. John B Hood was horn in 


Bath county, Kentucky, about 18.50. 
H« graduated at West Point in 1853, 
and was mainly engaged in fronlier ser- 
vice in Texas lill 1839. He was scveie- 
ly wounded in an encounter with the 
Lipan and Comanche Indians, July 20, 
1857, and was on leave of absence in 
18CO. He resigned his commission 
April 16, 1881, and entered the Con 
federate army, in wli.ch he soon ro.sc lo 
the rank ot major general. He took 
part in the Chickahoininy campaign, and 
subsequently fought at the second bat 
tie of Bull Bun, Antictaiu and Freder- 
ickburg. 
At Gettysburg, where he 


commanded a division of Long«treet's 
corps, he lost an arm on the second day 
of the battle. Kcjoining the corps 
when it was seat to Georgia, he was at 
the battle of Chiekamauga, where he 
lost a leg, and was made lieutenant 
general. He subsequently commanded 
• corps in the army of J. £. Johnson, 
whom he succeeded m July, 1S64, and 
was thereafter in command of the con- 
federate army in its operations against 
Sherman. After three bloody and un- 
successful attacks on that general, be- 
fore Atlanta (July 20, 22, 28) and tho 
evacuation of that city (September 1), 
he undertook a hazardous march north- 
ward, and fought another bloody battle 
at Franklin, Teun, (November 30) 
against Gen. Schofield; but suffered a 
crushing defeat near Nashville, from 
Gen. Thomas (December 15-16, 1864), 
and soon after was relieved of his com- 
mand, being succeeded by Gen. Richard 
Taylor. Since 1867, Gen. Hood has 
been acting as general agent for the 
Life Association of America, for the 
southern states, which position he held 
up to the time ot his death.

During the week, not including the 


day, 65,805 standard silver dollars were 
paid out at the treasury department, 
being 10 per cent of the amount of all 
checks presented at (lie counter. The 
greater portion of the checks were from 
disbursing officers in the government, 
given in payment of salaries. Twenty 
three thousand seven huadred and St'ty- 
ty of the $65,805 were returned, and 
silver certificates were taken therefor. 


The treasury department has placed 


$15,000,000 in gold to the credit of the 
Assay Office in New York, to be used 
in payment for foreign gold coin and 
gold bars now being received in pay- 
ment of balances due to this country. 


WASHINGTON, D. C , Aug. 20.— The 


Secretary of the Emigrant Aid Society 
of this city ia constantly receiving let- 
ters from colored people in all parts of 
the South asking information in regard 
to Kansas, the prospect of employment 
there, cost of transportation, etc. These 
letters all indicate an increase in color- 
ed emigration from the South. The 
secretary is convinced, from the general 
tenor of his correspondence, that the 
movement will be quite general the 
coming fall. So strong is the desire in 
certain localities to leave, that many siy 
that they would gladly leave their 
crops if they had simply enough to pay 
their expenses to the West. The sen- 
timent in favor of the movement is not 
confined to any particular portion of the 
South. Even in Georgia, where it is 
claimed that the negroes are entirely 
quiet and contented, a very general ap- 
peal tor information and aid is reaching 
the society there. Abundant evidence 
has been received that the white people 
throughout the South, especially the 
planters, arc beginning to consider the 
movement as about to attain great pro- 
portions.

retary of War to issue rations to the 
sufferers from yellow fever at Memphis 
until tho epidemic is over. He says 
suffering there is beyond description 
The State would provide for the suffer- 
ers, he says, but it can not do so with- 
out authority from the Legislature, and 
to convene that body in extra session 
would far exceed the cost of issuing the 
rations. An appeal is therefore made 
to the General Government, as the 
National Board of Health can only pro- 
vide for persons at Qnarantine. The
